.  company  been  eoneentratinff  tor  aereral  months 

past  on  ways  and  means.  In  cnnjunctlon  with  the 
Canadian  National  Railway,  to  cut  out  duplica- 
tlPB  Of  iervtoe.  to  eo-operate  where  possible  and 
in  this  way  to  do  away  with  the  cut-throat  com- 
petition between  the  transcontinentals  ,  which 
was  inavtmlid  vnder  the  vsilme  of  tha  lato 
8lr  Henry  Thornton. 

Many  economies  as  between  the  two  trans- 
eoBttnentals  have  been  brought  Into  effect.  Mr. 
Baatty  has  devised  many  others  In  collaboration 
with  Mr.  8.  J.  Hunger! ord,  President  of  the  Cana- 
dlsB  Mallonal  RaUwajr.  bvt  the  puUlng  into 
effect  of  these  is  In  abeyance  pending  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  administer  the 
atalrs  «r  the  sUte-owned  raUway.  It  U  felt 
that  the  responsibility  should,  so  far  as  the 
Canadian  National  Is  concerned,  devolve  upon 
the  board  which  will  have  the  guardianship  of 
Its  destlnlea.  In  the  meantime  Mr.  Beatty  Is 
ready  to  put  new  and  sweeping  economies  Into 
oiteet  lust  as  soon  as  the  Canadian  National  Is 
tal  a  position  to  sanction  them.  They  will  mean 
a  large  saving  for  the  taxpayers  of  the  Dominion 
through  more  economic  administration  of  both 
railway  companies.  In  the  plans  for  co-opera- 
tion Mr.  Beatty  has  shown  the  utmost  desire  to 
mast  the  wishes  of  Parliament.  Doubtless  it  Ls 
in  connection  with  still  further  plans  for  even 
gteater  economies  that  he  Is  now  tonrlikg  the 
West  In  his  ofBeial  capacity. 

Few  organlaatloos  In  the  Dominion  have 
weathered  the  storm  of  depression  with  greater 
confidence  or  under  more  efficient  management 
than  the  Canadian  Paclflp  Railway  Company. 
Always  admirably  managed  the  vision  of  Its  gov- 
erning officials  has  been  displayed  consistently  In 
both  good  times  and  bad.  It  met  the  ahock  of  an 
qtnn^^"  slump  that  affeeted  It  In  aU  tts  raml- 
lleatlons  with  courage,  and  foresaw,  perhaps 
earlier  than  any  other  transportation  organiza- 
tion, that  sweeping  economies  must  be  effected 
so  thai  the  interests  of  the  shareholders  should 
be  safeguarded.  These  were  Instituted  without 
delay  thiouglwat  Iht  sfataoL  Under  Mr.  Beatty's 
guidance  the  C.P.R.  stands  as  firmly  in  public 
f/u^fl^anfA  at  it  ever  did.  Its  foundations  are 
atroof  and  unaasallable.  It  has  placed  Itself 
during  depression  in  a  position  to  take  the  fullest 
advantage  of  the  return  of  proq^ty.  of  which 
signs  art  aow  haglniitng  to  be  apparent. 

THI  rOWBE  or  FAITH 


Unbelief  is  often  enough  due  to  lack  of  moral 
perception  of  the  feebleness  of  spiritual  appre- 
hension. Like  all  other  human  attrlbntea  spirit- 
uality must  be  nurtured  if  it  is  to  be  developed. 
There  are  unquestioned  dUficulMes  In  having 
faith;  some  Inherent  In  life  and  thought;  others 
a  question  of  environment;  yet  others  due  to 
the  influence  of  manners  and  customs.  Unbelief 
may  reject  the  Idea  of  a  supernatural  order,  but 
even  unbelief  has  its  difficulties  and  the  greatest 
Of  these  Is  the  darkness  of  the  soul  that  It 
promotes. 

To  believe  there  must  be  faith  In  tho  will  to 
have  faith.  That  will  must  be  purposeful;  it 
mnak  be  aetttt  all  the  time.  Hie  eulthratton  of 
win  power  Is  demanded  from  all  who  believe  that 
we  Uve  in  and  are  affected  by  a  supernatural 
order.  Life  may  be  shrouded  In  mystery,  yet 
there  Is  purpose  everywhere.  Human  beings 
were  given  mind  and  will  for  their  use,  and  their 
culmmatlng  purpoee  la  to  reeogalaa  the  mystery 
of  life,  to  overcome  its  dlfllcultles  and  to  aim  at 
achieving  Its  final  reward.  In  other  words,  will 
and  mind  should  be  e»erelsed  in  learning  some- 
thing of  faith's  .secret  and  of  its  transfonnlng 
power.  That  secret  Is  the  key  to  moral  develop- 
ment and  to  the  fullest  life.  It  has  Its  witness 
throuRh  the  ages.  The  Christian  character  ha.s 
moulded  civilisation  as  we  know  it.  Of  its  Influ- 
ence one  writer  aaya  In  ipaatlng  cS  the  durlatlan 

Church : 

."We  need  not  dlsgttte  Hs  falluraa,  lU  reac- 
tions, its  apostados;  yet,  looking  over  the  path 

it  has  traveled,  who  will  deny  Its  beneficent 
power  and  the  infinite  value  of  its  gracious  min- 
istry to  the  world?  And  besides  these  things 
there  is  within  the  heart  of  u.s  nil  that  which 
refuses  to  be  satisfied  with  the  things  of  time 
and  sense.  We  were  made  for  aomathlng  more 
than  these.  What  is  that  something  more  Faith 
only  can  offer  the  answer.  Unless  it  Is  exercised 
With  deliberation  and  purpose,  men  will  rob 
themselves  of  their  highest  powua  aad  «sp«l- 
enee." 

A  refxisal  to  «amlne  faith  and  its  Implica- 
tions, its  testimony  and  its  power  in  the  lives  of 
human  beings,  is  obscurantism  of  a  bad  type. 
imiorlnR  the  claims  of  faith  means  the  denial  of 
the  development  of  moral  powers;  it  means  that 
affections  are  thwarted,  that  the  highest  motives 
of  service  to  others  are  ignored  Upop  what  basis 
of  any  man-made  precepts  would  It  be  possible 
to  build  up  an  taivlnelble  moral  code?  AO  man- 
made  laws  are  susceptible  t.>  rhnnRp  and  amead" 
menU  Human  thought,  without  faith,  fluctuates 
and  ntflaa.  It  laeka  a  guiding  star.  It  is  the  prey 
of  circumstances  and  environment  it  iias  no 
clear  IdeaL  Unbelief  is  corroded  with  aflecta- 
Uona  and  apathy,  Mid,  vorst  stm.  It  Is  bounded 
by  denial  Of  a  lool  Villi  til  Ua  poaribOttlia  e(  ax- 
panslon.

In  1914,  124  cruisers  were  insufficient  for  the 
naval  needs  of  Britain.  Through  the  processes 
of  naval  disarmament  Britain  will  only  have 
thirty -six  effective  cruisers  by  the  end  of  1988. 
Britain,  through  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald's  ges- 
tures in  favor  of  peace,  Is  not  even  building  up  to 
the  maximum  allowed  under  the  London  Treaty. 
While  Britain  has  been  voluntarily  placing  her- 
self In  a  position  of  naval  inferiority,  every  other 
great  Power  has  been  Increasing  Its  strength 
afloat.  Britain  used  to  be  Mistress  of  the  Seas. 
A  doctrine  of  pacifism  has  led  to  her  abdication 
of  that  proud  title.  If  naval  construction  were 
carried  on  progressively  In  Britain,  as  in  the 
past,  as  one  commentator  aays:  "Our  shipyards, 
now  stagnant,  would  become  active.  Unemploy- 
ment would  be  reduced.

Public  opinion  has  been 
unto  a  pendulum:  After  It  has 
swung  to  an  extreme  potat  in  one 
dIrecUon  It  Is  smt-  u>  swui^  t.>  .m 
extraae  point  Ui  the  other  direc- 
tion. In  a  well-rcKuiated  timepiece 
there  are  na  estreme  varlation.s  m 
the  movements  of  the  pendulum 
If  there  were  the  clock  would  be  of 
no  value  as  an  instrument  for 
q^aasarement  of  the  progreas  of 
that  abstraction  we  call  time.  If 
the  learned  professors  who  know  so 
much  that  Is  hidden  from  the  minds 
of  ooouaon  people  could  maice  a 
pendutaa  which  woidd  lagulate 
what  we  call  the  swings  of  public 
opinion  there  would  be  more  order 
In  the  pregresi  ef  huauui  and  na- 
tional eveata.

Within  the  past  few  months 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 

philosophical  comment  on  the 
.sweeping  swing  of  public  opinion  In 
the  United  States  from  a  state  of 
mind  which  was  dry  to  the  opposite 
state  of  mind  which  la  wet  There 
Is  in  progress  at  the  present  time  In 
the  United  States  quit*  as  violent  a 
swing  in  tha  pendulum.  A  year  or 
no  ago  public  opinion  across  the  line 
viewed  with  pride  the  high  value 
attached  to  the  dollar  in  compari- 
son with  other  currencie.s.  Today 
the  value  of  the  American  dollar 
has  fallen  to  what  the  brefceia  on 
the  Steele  exchanges  call  a  new  low. 
It  la  said  to  be  worth  only  sixty 
cents.  » 

•  *  • 

Instead  of  bemg  appalled  ai  the 
thought  of  this  tremendoue  decime 
and  fall,  public  opinion  seems  to 
regard  this  slump  as  an  invisible 
sign  of  better  ttaaea.  The  popular 
view  Is  that  if  a  sixty-cent  dollea- 
Is  a  good  thing  a  forty -cent  dollar 
logically  would  be  a  better  thing. 
We  are  not  sure  whether  the  process 
wlilch  has  brought  about  this  ex- 
treme swing  m  the  pendulum  should 
be  called  Inflation  or  deflation.  We 
supijoae  It  might  be  termed  either 
thing,  beeause  when  the  value  ef 
the  dollar  is  deflated  the  value  of 
things  which  the  dollar  will  bigr  are 
Inflated.  Then  there  la  the  peoeieB 
known  as  reflation,  which  we  sup- 
pose will  come  into  action  after  the 
prooeasea  of  Inflatlan  and  daflaUen 
have  finished  their  work  of  pro- 
ducUig  prosperity.  Under  reflation 
the  swing  of  the  pendtilum  wiU  be- 
come normal  and  the  bustaess  of 
the  nation  will  be  to  proceed  upon 
established  principles.

The  economic  policy  of  inflation 
or  daflatllah  aeema  to  have  been  sug- 

gestert  to  Prpsldent  Roosevelt  by 
his  theoretical  advisers.  Certainly 
Mr.  Keeseveit  had  other  Idees  re- 
garding measures  necessary  for  the 
production  of  prosperity  when  he 
was  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency 
and  when  he  Lssucd  advice  to  the 
members  of  the  Wmld  Economic 
Conference.  The  swing  of  the  Preal- 
dentlal  pendulum  was  so  extreme 
then  that  It  created  astonishment, 
even  consternation,  throughout  the 
world.  There  Is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  violent  swing  of  the  pen- 
dulum from  right  to  left  created 
wendw  and  amaaa  In  the  ndnds 

of  Senators  and  Confirressmen.  for 
the  movement  was  begun  without 
eoBsuHaHen  with  these  rieetai  rep- 
resentatives of  public  opinion.  Now. 
as  has  been  indicated  by  wiser  men 
than  we,  then  le  danger  in  OMve- 

BMBIS  ef  that  kind  The  obvious 
danger  la  that  whan  movements  of 
the  kind  begtai  It  H  tepoeribie  to 
eetbnale  where  they  win  sad.

The  eilgtaal  Mea  ef  Om  Piealdsnt 
was  what  he  called  eSOlroIled  In- 
flation. Today  the  ftasMent  seems 
to  bdleve  that  hiflatten  haa  gene 
far  enouRh  rvnd  should  be  brought 
under  control;  but  Senators  and 
Congressmen,  who  had  net  con- 
sidered InflatioQ  at  all  about  the 
time  they  ware  swen  In.  today  are 
demanding  more  inflation,  and  are 
threatening  to  do  things  to  the 
President  if  he  oppoaaa  their  de- 
mands. They  say  if  the  Prealdent 
will  not  do  what  they  demand  they 
will  tnnke  the  matter  an  Issue  In 
Congress.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that 
there  often  Is  a  conflict  between 
the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  the  repreeentativca  of  the 
people  in  the  Legislature.  It  was 
so  In  thp  case  of  Mr.  Hoover  and 
It  may  be  so  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Roosevelt  There  waa  a  deadlock  in 
the  last  House  becau.'se  thr  Presi- 
dent could  do  practicaiiy  nothing 
and  eeoM  prevent  the  Legislature 
from  dolnR  much  throtigh  the  pre- 
rogative of  the  veto.

The  club  Is  swinging  over  the 
head  of  the  Prealdent  because  he 
believes  there  la  danger  in  further 
deflaMon  of  tba  tfellar.  while  sen- 
ators and  Ooagreensn  beUeve  that 
If  a  atxty-cent  deUar  haa  proved  a 
good  thing  a  forty-rent  doMar  must 
prove  a  better  thing.  When  such 
a  pajreholeatoal  stata  of  public  mind 
haa  been  created  through  the  policy 
at  an  sdmmistratlon,  of  what  avail 
le  aigue  that  relatively  the  vahia  ef 

the  dollar  and  the  value  of  thr 
things  the  dollar  will  buy  r«maln.<;

Now  that  the  exetnalen  season 
with  Its  many  enjoyable  experience 
W  nearly  ovpr,  one  can  visualise  the 
dldercnce  bctwfen  the  pleasures  of 
early  days  and  those  of  the  present 
age.  In  tlie  matter  of  seeking  recrea- 
tion and  thrilling  adventures.  There 
is  really  such  a  vast  contra.«t  that  It 
Is  harC  to  realize  what  an  amount 
of  deUberatlon  It  took  in  the  slxUes 
to  go  even  as  far  as  California,  via 
overland  to  Portland,  and  thence  by 
steaaer  to  San  nandaco,  which  was 
the  chief  staitln»  point  for  the 
whole  Paelflc  Ooai*.  It  tt  jeae  a 
matter  of  underUklna  a  trip  to 
Eastern  Canada  it  necessitated  go- 
ing by  the  Isthmus  i-f  Panama  (the 
Isthmus  Railway  wa.s  at  that  time  In 
operation).  One  could  go  by  the 
Hudaons  Bay  Co.'a  ships  Ma  Cape 
Horn  to  England  and  thence  by  the 
old-time  Atlantic  liner,  whoae  power 
was  by  sail  and  steam,  re-crosslng 
the  AtlanUe  to  reach  Quebec. 
Atlantle  Mnera  of  tbeae  daya  did  nal 
depend  on  steam  power  alone.)  It 
was  quite  possible  to  go  overiand 
through  Canada  to  the  SaiAem 
Province's,  or  one  could  reach  British 
ColiimbtH  in  the  name  way  by  walk- 
ing across  the  continent,  as  the  In- 
trepid Robert  B  McMlcklng  and 
perty  did  in  1862,  or  the  earlier 
McKensie  expedition  of  a  more  re- 
mote period.  Those  determined  ex- 
plonfB  dlspUyed  a  vaat  amount  of 
ourate  and  aptrlt.  aurat^Ung 
great  dantcia  that  many  la  thla  age 
would  hesitate  to  laee. 

There  Is  an  Immenae  amount  of 
credit  due  to  the  early  ploneera  for 
blaring  the  traU  acroaa  North 
America  from  east  to  west.  Canada 
has  certainly  contributed  her  quoU 
to  the  list  of  world -filmed  men  and 
women  (the  McMlcklng  partv  com- 
prised a  wise  lot,  they  had  a  woman 
to  share  the  honor).  Don  t  you  men 
claim  everything.  Women  have 
even  done  their  share  of  walking 
eeroaa  the  continent,  and  don  t  for- 
get it.  and  their  bel»  to  all  legu- 
lative  cfforta  should  Ml  be  reUrded 
by  a  small-minded  mtaortty.  There 
are  others  achieving  fame  who 
must  not  be  overlooked— the  valiant 
band  of  explorers  that  durlaf  the 
present  age  Is  doing  wonderful  work 
In  the  Antarctic  reglona.  and  the 
thrilling  undertakings  in  the  way 
of  beating  tmlla  In  South  America 
are  highly  Important

Those 
who  go  over  the  fine  roads  of  today 
in  their  luxurious  automobile*  have 
no  eeoeeptlon  of  the  jolts  the  early 
ptooaan  received  in  a  trip  o(  that 
iort.  After  vaaeMMt  Portland,  tba 
overland  trip  eeaaed,  aa  tliere  was 
no  road  to  Callfeenia.  and  a  paidle- 
box  .steamer  waa  the  next  means  of 
reaching  .San  PTandaoo.  aaually 
costing  from  »30  to  $40  The  thrill 
i,f  the  whole  trip  was  rroaslng  the 
mouth  of  th'-  Columbia  River.  Well, 
after  three  or  four  dives  into  the 
mountainous  seas  In  crossing  the 
bar.  there  poaalbly  might  be  fair 
weather  ahead,  and  the  only  noise 
to  disturb  one's  comfort  was  the 
movement  of  the  walking  beam  In 
conjunction  with  the  engine's  drone.

NEW  WESTMINSTER,  Sept.  23  (CP).— Caught  by  a 
Domliiiofi  Dopartmont  of  Pfsheries  patrol  boat  al- 
legedly operating  a  purse  seine  outside  th«  area  in 
which  they  were  permitted  to  fish,  skippers  of  three  fishinp 
boats  were  fined  $15  and  coBta,  or  twenty  days,  in  police 
court  today,  by  Magiatrate  H.  G.  Johnaton.  Tho  boats, 
vslucd  at  $10,000  apiece,  were  seized  Tt  w.-s  the  first  case 
of  its  kind  since  regulations  wer«  amended  thia  year  to 
ptrmlt  faatrktad  pogaa  aaining. 

The  skippers.  Nicola  Jurinich.  Ivan  Jannis  and  Nick 
Lorick,  all  of  Vancouver,  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge. 
For  the  first  time  in  thirty  years  purse  seine  fiahing  ia  al- 
towed  in  an  area  off  the  mouth  of  the  Fraaar  UMPitr.  The 
accused  were  caught  by  patrol  officers  on  September  19 
outside  the  permitted  area.  They  alleged  wind  and  tide 
had  carried  thazn  over,  the  imaginary  boundary  Hna  aad 
said  they  were  not  fiahing  in  the  forbidden  territory.

St.  meteel's  was  cun.vcrated  by 
the  Riillt  Rev  Oooik.-  mil:;  BLshop 
of  Ck>lumbla.  on  .St  MichiKl.^  Day, 
September  24,  1883.  From  Saturday 
to  Monday  next  this  parish  will  re- 
joice In  Us  year  o<  Jubilee  with  ser- 
vloss,  In  which  former  pastors  will 
take  part,  liany  memories  will  clus- 
ter around  these  festal  services.

Colufflba  at  Strawberry  Vale.

Farthest  back  into  the  haze  that 
already  begins  to  obscure  the  days 
of  fifty  years  ago  will  go  the  mem- 
ory of  a  dear  old  lady,  the  oldest 
pailshlooer,  who  Is  a  regular  attend- 
ant at  church  services  and  expects 
to  Join  In  the  worship  at  the  com- 
ing aimlversary.  This  Is  Mrs.  Janet 
Duval,  the  widow  of  Louis  Duval, 
who  died,  February  last.  In  his 
eighty-fifth  year.  It  was  Mr.  Duval 
who  cleared  the  site  and  hauled  the 
timber  for  the  new  church  This 
couple  presented  their  child,  Fred- 
erick Napoleon,  for  baptism  on  May 
11.  1884,  along  with  John  and  Annie 
Camp,  whose  Infant  daughter,  Leo- 
nora, was  baptized  at  the  same  time. 

Hie  atone  bapiiaraal  fbntthat  was 
used  for  the  first  time  on  that  occa- 
sion. May  11.  1884.  was  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Bills,  the  vlfa  ct  tha  Bishop  of 
Columbia.  Other  gifts  from  time  to 
10  added  to  tha  uas  and  beauty 
of  the  parish  place  of  worship.  The 
windows  of  cathedrnl  Kla.s.s  were 
given  by  the  daughter  and  widow  of 
Arthur  Walter  The  carved  oak 
altar  was  derilrated  at,  E;tster  of 
1932  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mla.s 
Beatrice  Cowley,  who.  although  a 
cripple  for  many  years,  took  the 
deepest  Interest  In  the  work  of  the 
church  The  candle.stlck.s  on  the 
altar  were  the  gifts  of  Mrs.  Mead- 
Robins  In  memory  of  her  daughter, 
Marjorle  The  sanctuary  chair  was 
presented  by  Mrs.  A.  W.  Sharpe.' 
The  dedication  will  take  place  at 
the  coming  8«vlees  of  a  d«sk 
prayer-book,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  Jackson  In  memory  of  their 
daughter  Vera,  and  of  a  receptacle 
for  the  Holy  Communion  elements, 
which  Is  being  donated  bv  the  Angli- 
can Young  People  s  A.woclatlon. 

Here  may  be  iec  tll<>d  the  diocesan 
overseers  who  have  had  the  care  of 
this  parish,  along  with  others  of  the 
diocese  of  Columbia.  They  were  the 
Right  Rtv.  Oeorge  RlUs.  whose  term 
of  oOea  extended  from  1888  to  1883; 
Right  Her.  WUUam  WUeoa  Perrln, 
alM  was  consecrated  second  bishop 
of  CMumbIa  in  1883.  and  who  re- 
aignod  In  Mil  to  tjike  up  his  rps\- 
dence  In  Shgland.  where  he  remains 
tlie  fast  friend  of  his  former  ^rr. 
Right  Rev.  John  C  Roper,  who, 
after  three  yrar.s,  was  transferred  in 
1915  to  the  diiv-rse  of  Ottawa,  where 
he  is  now;  the  fourth  was  the  Right 
Rev.  Augustine  Scrlven,  who  was 
archdeacon  here,  and  who  died  in 
1016,  after  a  little  more  than  a  year 
of  episcopal  service.  He  was  fol- 
lowed on  December  1,  1916,  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Charles  D.  Schofleld, 
who  expects  to  visit  St.  CMumba  on 
this  occasion.

wholesalers  in  the  city  yesterday, 
speaking  of  the  apparent  dissatis- 
faction among  retail  fruit  dealers, 
following  the  recent  successful  cam- 
paign of  the  Okanagan  apple  grow- 
ers for  "a  cent  a  pound  cr  on  the 
ground." 

"The  poUit  that  these  people 
an>ear  to  be  overlooking."  said  a 

buyer  for  the  whol-sale  houses,  "is 
that  many  varieties  of  Okanagan 
apples  .sell,  and  have  .sold  la  the 
past,  for  a  good  deal  more  than  a 
cent  a  pound.  Wrapped  Macintosh 
Reds  bring  the  growers  8  cents  a 
pound,  while  some  Okanagan  api^, 
which  are  exported  to  the  Old 
Country,  return  4  and  8  cents  a 
pound. 

"What  the  C^canagan  growers 
have  attempted  to  do  is  to  see  that 
they  get  a  cent  a  pound  minimum 
for  their  entire  crop.  If  the  Stabi- 
lization Board  had  not  got  together, 
apples  would  have  been  selling 
chea[)er  ajid  the  growers  would  have 
got  practically  nothing  for  their 
crops.  The  trouble  with  some  of 
the  retailers  is  that  they  do  not 
understand  the  situation  and  are 
too  ready  to  complain  of  hl^Mr 
prices  before  they  know  whether 
they  are  going  to  have  to  pay  them 
or  not"

Pi' ri  came  ths  stoam  craft  period,  Captain 
Mike  Hare  ahd  B.  Oraigie  being  among  the 
Unt.  "Riey  were  followed  by  Captain  John 
Irvlnst  s  boats  and  later  by  the  Iroquois  and  a 
boat  operated  by  the  B.  C.  P.  Company  after 
the  IroquoU  was  wrseked  within  sigtit  of 
Sidney  with  a  loss  of  twenty  Urss.

Old-timers  will  tell  you  that  a  number  of 
colored  people,  escaped  slaves  from  the 
Southern  Stotes,  came  to  Vkrtorla  in  the  early 
days;  and  that  Oovemor  Douglas  gavs  thsm

Some  of  their  descendants  are  respected 
cltlaens  of  the  Island.

AnORT  time  ago  the  people  of  New  Sea- 
land  celebrated  the  founding  of  Auck- 
land, their  capital  city.  On  March  14,  1841. 
Oovamor  Botoon  dMoa  the  alta  f or  the  cap- 
lUI  dty  of  tha  New  Colony. 

Among  the  crowd  that  gathered  round  were 
two  Maori  boys.  At  the  celebration  two  very 
old  men  came  to  see  the  sights  and  llAen  to 
the  speeches.  One  was  ninety-nine  and  the 
other  ninety-two.  The  latter,  of  coutae,  was 
a  baby  when  the  landing  took  place  ninety- 
two  years  ago.  Old  people  In  Canada  remem- 
ber that  acme  years  after  that  young  men 
sailed  away  to  seek  their  fortun'x  in  the  gold 
mines  on  the  other  sMe  of  the  world.

Finer  Than  a  Spider's  Web 

A.STRONOMERS  and  scientists  were  glad 
for  many  years  to  use  a  spider's  web  to 
m«ka  tha  erooa  threada  in  the  eyeptoeea  of 
their  Instruments. 

TiM  splder'a  web  to  exceedingly  fine,  and 
oan  bt  Ughtly  gummed  acroes  a  circular  hole 
In  the  eyepleoe. 

As  the  thread  of  the  spider  is  not  perfect, 
because  It  will  swell  and  lengthen  in  moist 
N^eather.  the  spider  Is  being  gcadaaUy  repiaoed 
by  threads  of  glass  which  are  not  affected  by 
dampness,  but  remain  atralght  and  stiff  for 
aU  time. 

A  little  bit  of  glass  adjoined  to  a  gla.<w  rod 
is  heated  to  a  bright  red  color,  and  is  then 
alMt  away  with  a  powerful  catapult  It  draws 
out  and  leaves  behind  It  a  thread  of  glass  so 
fins  that  It  often  cannot  be  seen,  though  It 
can  aaaily  ba  fan  with  the  flatais  aaC  ega  ba 
wound  on  a  real  Ilka  a  ptooa  of  flfdhMur 
thread.  ' 

QuarlB  eaa  ba  made  In  thto  way  Into  a 

t.hread  «.«;  r\rtr  us  a  IS.OOOth  of  an  Inch  in 
diameter,  and  these  tiny  threads  are  some- 
timas  aUver-ptoted  so  that  they  wlU  oondnet 
electricity,  A  thread  a  few  Inches  long  Is  sus- 
peodM  between  the  poles  of  a  powerful  elec- 
tee magnet  If  a  faeMa  electric  current  paeeea 
through  tha  silver-plated  fibre  the  fibre  mill 
move  allghtly  to  one  side,  and  this  moving 
can  be  measured  with  a  powerful  mtoltMOpa. 
In  this  way  the  feeblest  eleetlle  currents  can 
be  measured  with  extraerdlBary  predalcn.—

THE  geography  class  at  the  Ballfax 
School  for  the  Blind  was  busy  with 
raised  ma^xs  Each  pupil  ,was  making 
his  finger  tips  do  duty  as  eyes,  Tlie  busy  map 
users  were  aighttom,  but  the  lad  at  the  oppo- 
site end  of  the  table,  absorbed  In  a  Braille 
reading  book,  was  deal  and  dumb  and  blind. 
Think  of  It,  no  sight,  no  heazing,  no  speech! 
The  two  great  gateways  of  knowledge,  eyes 
and  ears,  aaalad  for  normal  use,  and  with  1m 
languaga  but  a  cry." 

A  sturdy  boy  of  twelve,  WilUe  had  been 
brought  from  hi.s  home  In  Newfoundland  to 
the  Halifax  school  for  the  deaf.  A  poor  litUe 
frightened  ereature  In  a  great  black  allenoe, 
.snlfBng  hl.s  terror  and  resenting  touch.  He 
made  certain  sounds  and  motions  to  indicate 
hunger  and  thirst,  and  it  was  through  hto 
stomach  that  the  first  InteUlgence-line  was 
made. 

A  very  special  taadier  of  the  deaf  noted  hto 

fondnns.s  for  apples.  She  gave  him  an  apple. 
Closed  his  hand  firmly  round  it  and  with  his 
free  hant'  fbnnad  tha  totlen  a^>-p-l-a  la  the 
.Mngle-handed  alpludwt  used  by  the  deaf.  Thto 
was  done  with  eveiy  apple  given  him.  Ha  was 
not  permitted  to  biU  Into  It  wttu  hto  free 
hand  had  made  these  mysterious  movements 
He  began  to  sense  that  there  was  a  close 
fMandtfdp  btHmm  tiM  tatvad  fralt  and  the 
twirling  fingers. 

Then  came  the  Joyful  moment  when  he  was 
seen  trying  to  make  the  letters  himself.  An 
i^pla  was  instantly  put  Into  his  hand.  He 
gave  a  wild  gurgU  of  Jo^-  and  his  fingers  aet 
frantically  to  work  to  spell  "apple. '  He  si>ent 
a  happy  day  eating  apple. s  and  spelling.  An 
apple  opened  the  way  for  Willie  to  happiness, 
energy,  education,  and  best  of  all,  to  handi- 
capped aooto,  iroik  that  ha  ooOld  do  InMll* 
gently. 

At  the  School  for  the  Deaf  he  was  taught 
the  use  and  meaning  of  words,  to  count  and 
to  make  the  most  oi  the  simple  duti&s  and 
pleasures  of  hto  shut-in  life.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  the  School  for  flie  Blind  for 
further  inatnaetlon  In  Braille,  and  to  t>e  taught 
a  trade.  Re  learned  canenwatlng  and  basket 
making  and  became  an  excellent  workman.  He 
was  very  fond  of  BralUe  reading,  and  attended 
school  olaseea  for  an  hour  or  two  every  day. 
Ba  waa  enjoying  hto  lesson  thto  bright  Spring 
BMmlng,  and  toter  would  read  it  to  the 
teadher,  a  very  strange  performance  to  an  on- 
looker. Presently  th4>re  floated  In  through  the 
windows  the  sound  of  a  band.  At  that  time 
Halifax  waa  gantooned  by  Brittoh  reghnents, 
and  this  wa.s  the  famous  West  Riding  of  York- 
shire Regiment  out  marching,  headed  by  lU 
magnlllem  band.  On  tlw  Imlaiit  every  head 
wtm  up  excepting  Willie's.  Ha  MOld  not  hear, 
but  to  the  blind  children  that  fine  music  was 
pure  Joy.  #

over  his  work,  anxious  for  me  to  note  and 
comment  on  Its  perfection.  Those  who  live 
with  handicapped  onea  know  how  great  a  blea- 
elng  work  Is  for  them.  What  a  boon  to  work 
that  they  can  do.  and  O  how  pitifully  few  are 
work  chances  for  the  blind.  Only  ten  chances 
for  a  blind  person  In  comparison  wtth  ninety 
to  a  person  blessed  with  sight. 

School  years  pass  quickly,  and  a  Summer 
eama  wtei  tha  deaf  and  dnnb  and  Ulnd  boy, 
with  trained  touch  and  a  trade  whereby  to 
earn  hto  living  went  back  to  hto  home  In  New- 
foundland. 

In  his  home  village  the  rector's  daughter 
Interested  herself  tn  getting  him  wort,  and  wt 
heard  of  him  as  well  and  happy. 

School  for  the  Blind  kept  la  touch  with  hto 
activities  and  supplied  him  with  cane,  rcvrj 
and  other  materlato,  and  at  Chrtotmas  a 
monster  box  was  dtopatdhad  ii«»t«*»««iff 
clothing,  groceries  and  personal  glfUs.  all 
packed  with  a  knowledge  of  his  preferences  In 
taate  and  «nell.  He  had  trataiad  hto  eaiMe  of 
smell  till  it  became  uncannily  acute. 

In  bis  early  training  at  the  School  for  the 
Dtaf .  WlUto  ha^rban  told  the  story  of  our 
lovlar  Bavlour^  MMrtfloa.  V«ty  tomply.  but— 

"Where  meek  souto  wUl  raeelve  Him  atlD, 
The  dear  Christ  enters  In." 

,The  Great  Teacher  was  a  very  real  helper 
to  Willie,  eq)eciaUy  In  times  wlien  hto  quick, 
f  leree  temper  added  another  eroaa  to  butdened 
days.  Many  a  time  following  an  angry  out- 
burst he  would  come  to  class  carrying  hto 
BralUe  copy  of  St.  John's  Oospel  instead  of 
hl«  school  reader,  and  set  himself  dallgeBtly 
to  seek  help  from  the  foundation  source 

When  word  came  that  after  a  brief  illness 
WUiie  had  passed  into  the  great  beyond  w 
of  the  two  sclKx^  that  had  helped  to  lighten 
the  burden  of  hto  hard,  black  silent  yean, 
felt  that  now  were  tha  deaf  eara  iinefoppafl. 
the  blind  eyes  had  received  their  sight  and 
that,  safe  in  the  Master's  keeping  the  lad 
freed  from  all  handtoapa  watad  baMa  tiM 
itU  Iwatan  of  tha  rivar  of  peaoe.

Eng- 
Hud.  ais  father  was  a  bookseller  and  Uie  boy 
iieeaato  a  great  reader.  Hm  child  had  a  dla- 
ease  which  Injured  his  sight  ajid  made  him 
very  ugly.  But  he  had  a  strong  frame  and 
<reat  talent.  Hto  IMber  baeaaw  very  poor 
iiid  though  his  son  went  to  the  University  of 
t  ambridge  he  was  forced  to  leave  it  without 
graduating.  Hto  Ufa  tbats  wsa  very  mrimppy. 
He  trlectoteachlng,  but  failed.  When  he  turned 
o  writing  poetry.  iydtKPcatoftlhto  wQck.  Air 
hTht  yeara  he  labond  al  bto  MMb  Dletlen- 
■  >r  which  he  wa.s  not  well  paid,  but  which 
uioagnt  him  fame.  He  wrote  "Rassfilas."  a 
atory  of  Abyaalnia,  tai  a  weak,  to  pay  tha  ex- 
penses of  hLs  mother's  funeral.  Johnson  was 
very  kindly  treated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thrale, 
Whom  home  was  open  to  the  atraofa  great 
man.  He,  on  his  part,  befriended  many  people 
la  the  latter  years  of  his  life  Johnson  had 
friaada  aaiang  eminent  men.  At  their  maet- 
Ings  there  was  much  wLse.  witty,  as  well  as 
amusing  talk.  "A  Ufe  of  Johnson,"  by  Boa- 
well,  a  Scotch  towyer,  to  one  ot  the  world's 
famous  books.  "That  he  was  both  a  great  and 
good  man"  was  the  conviction  of  Lord  Ma- 
caulay,  who.  In  one  of  hto  easayi,  tdto  us  a 
great  deal  about  Or. 


James  Abraham  Garfield 

ON  September  IQ,  ISgl,  President  Garfield, 
died.  He  had  been  shot  on  July  2  by 
Ouiteau,  a  dLsappolnted  office  seeker.  Oarflaki 
was  bom  In  Ohio,  the  eon  of  a  farmer.  Ba 
left  home  to  work  on  a  canal  boat.  -  He  became 
a  schoolmaster  and  head  of  an  academy.  The 
young  man  was  elected  to  the  Senate.  When 
the  ClvU  War  broke  out  In  18S1  he  raised  a 
regiment  and  rose  to  be  major-general.  He 
retired  in  18gX.  Oarfleld  became  leader  of  the 
RepubUoan  party  and  was  elected  President  In 
1880  on  a  promise  that  he  would  reform  the 
Civil  Servlc*-.  He  set  to  work  to  fulfill  that 
pledge,  but  he  had  only  been  in  ofBce  a  few 
montha  when  he  was  assassinated.  There  are 
many  peopto  living  In  Canada  who  remember 
the  shock  with  wblcb  tha  atws  of  the  crima 
waa  raoalved. 

Owen  Glcndowcr 

ON  September  20,  1415,  Owen  Olendower, 
the  Weiah  ehteftaUi,  died.  He  dalmed 
descent  from  Llewellyn,  the  last  of  the  native 
Prinoea  of  Wales.  Though  he  and  hto  alllea 
ware  defeated  by  Henry  iv  at  the  Battle  of 
Shrewsbury,  (Hendower  continued  for  many 
years  to  fight  from  hto  retreat  among  the 
mountatau  of  Ms  eouatry.  It  took  the  Prtnee 
of  Wale.s  iirds  Henry  V,  four  years  to 

conquer  hu>  lurcea.  HrsB  then  Olendower 
eanttoued  to  light  from  tha  Snowdea  liaoa- 
tains.  In  the  play  of  Henry  IV  Shakespaara 
mak«  Olendower  one  of  his  charactcra. 

Sir  Walter  Scott 

ON  September  21.  1832.  there  died  Sir 
Walter  Scott,  one  of  the  noblest  ot  men 
aad  gi  eat  sat  of  aowMata.  Walter  Scott  waa 
born  In  Edinburgh  on  August  15.  1771,  the  SOB 
of  a  lawyer  of  noble  family.  As  a  baby  he 
waa  atrtohaa  with  a  diaaaaa  whldi  toft  tahn 
lame  for  life.  While  he  was  slowly  recovering, 
the  child  stored  up  in  hto  memory  stories, 
laadbaOada.  la  "Hia  Lady  of  tha  Lake," 
1  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel."  "Ttie  Lords  of 
tba  Ul^l.'*  "Marmlon,"  and  some  shorter 
poama.  tbaaa  alarlaa  have  tsappearad  to  tha 
delight  of  many  readers.

William  Wilkic  Collins 

ON  September  23.  1889,  the  British  novelist. 
Wilkie  CoUins,  died.  A  generation  has 
parsed  away  since  that  day,  but  aUB  "The 
Moonstone"  and  '■Tlie  Wuiiuui  In  White."  a.s 
well  a&  others  of  the  majiy  novels  of  ttito  nine- 
teenth century  atory  toller,  are  li^srly  i«ad. 
Oid  folks  will  remrmbrr  that  many  or  their 
strict  parents  forbade  them  to  read  the  ex- 
dtlag  stories,  wbleb  mm  toa  aftoa  rilin 
away  under  mattresses  and  elsewhere,  to  be 
devoured  In  secret  after  the  family  were  sup- 
posed to  be  asleep.  In  tbaaa  daya  tbMfs  wore 
no  movies.  Wilkie  Collins  wits  born  In  1825. 
He  was  the  son  of  an  artist  noted  for  hu  l)eau- 
tiful  pictures  ot  chUdren  at  tha  seaaUto  or  to 
the  country.

Three  Wild  Plants  in 
Canada  Eat  Insects 
and  Small  Animals 

'y'RnB  ara  three  naUve  oamfaroroua  or 

1  n«6h -eating  wild  plants  in  Canada.  While 
the  great  laalorlty  ol  plants  obtain  the  nitro- 
gen naoefaary  for  their  growth  and  develop- 
ment from  the  nltratea  in  the  aoU.  the  three 
fianariian  apaclaa^^sbteh  the  pUeher  plant, 
tha  Mndaw  and  the  butterworth  and  blad- 
derwort  are  representative,  resemble  aidHMda 
from  the  fact  that  they  use  the  bodies  of  in- 
aocta  and  small  animals  for  this  purpose.  Al- 
though these  plants  possess  chloaopliyll— 4Im 
green  coloring  substance  of  plants,  which  la 
rsaentlal  to  growth— and  can  live  lor  a 
at  least,  without  organic  food.  It  haa 
shown  by  experiment  that  some  of  them  thrive 
better  and  increase  more  rapidly  in  weight 
when  auppUad  with  man  plaeaa  of  animal 
flesh. 

The  leaves  of  the  sundew  are  covered  with 
tentaelee  whleh  aeorete  %  sticky  fluid,  in 
which  Insects  are  firmly  held  and  die.  Tha 
tentacles  also  aacrate  a  substance,  like  pepatai, 
whleh  digests  the  body  of  the  Insect,  the  di- 
gested producta  bahig  graduaUy  absorbed  by 
the  leaf,  iha  procaaa  of  iHgwtloo  ct  tha  but- 
tarwort  la  almUar. 
The  pitcher  plant  collects  zain.  In  whkh 
are  eventually  drowned,  being  pre- 
from  crawling  out  by  the  smooth  sur- 
face of  the  tubular  leaf  and  tha  downward- 
pointing  palisade  of  bristles,  which  bars  the 
axlk  The  bladders  on  the  leaves  of  the 
bladderwwts,  which  are  moaliy  water  ptenta. 
ara  provided  with  a  valve  opening  Inwards 
and  forming  a  sort  of  trap-door,  fringed  with 
bristles.  So  aaaalUva  ara  thoaa  briatlaa  that 
a  sudden  touch  causes  the  bladder  to  expand 
violently,  thereby  sucking  in  small  fistic 
anlmala,  aoch  aa  emataeaana,  whtrtT  ara  un- 
able to  esca^K-.

*HE  ashes  of  wood  have  long  bean  reeog- 

nizerf  as  a  fertilizer  of  very  considerable 
value.  Indeed  their  use  in  agricultura  la 
hUtoric.  aaya  tha  Doalnlan  Ghamlat.  in  aU 
countries  praetlalng  agrtatftora.  including 
Canada,  they  hava  baan  highly  prtaed.  es- 
paelaUir  «lo?tr.  grapea  and  froit  trees  and 
leafy  crops  generally  on  sandy  and  light  loams. 
It  was  only  through  the  advent  of  high-grade 
potaah  aalla  that  their  use  fell  off.  though,  of 
course,  the  production  of  ashes  In  deeraaaliw 
quanUtlas  of  late  years,  owing  to  the  dlsappear- 
•■00  of  ear  fereata.  has  baan  an  important 
factor  In  making  it  mora  and  mof  dlftfemt 
for  the  faqner  In  the  oldar  aattlad  dMrtota  to 
oMalttthan.

"A  considsraMa  nimiber  of  the  treee  and 
shrubs  of  Central  and  Southern  Etirope  httr 
bristling,  and  much-branched  structures  on 
some  of  thak  boogha  aOdah,  Inm  a  dlalawna, 
look  like  large  birds'  nests  or  brooms,  and 
which  have  been  popularly  termed  "witches' 
Thay  an  tha  outward  and  TMbla. 
of  a  disease  from  which  the  plants  in 
qaasUoQ  suffer,  and.  aa  their  name  teattfles. 
thair  orfghi  waa  thought  to  ba  oonnaetad  wltti 
witches.  Traditionally  witches  have  the  power 
of  wishing  harm  to  nmnklnd.  animals  and 
planU;  and  auperstltloos  people,  at  the  sight 
of  these  peculiar  pathological  structures  on 
tha  traaa.  may  have  started  the  idea  that  the 
disease  was  caused  by  witches  that  they  might 
have  brooms  ready  at  hand  for  thair  «nVtn%ht 
ride  on  the  Brocken.  Other  dLseases  have 
been  ascribed  to  unusual  ooodltlons  of  weather, 
eepedaUy  the  kng  aonMnnad  fate  or  gNat 
drought.

The  Union  of  South  Africa  was 
formed  out  of  the  four  colonies. 
Cape  of  Oood  Hope,  Transvaal. 
Orange  Free  State,  and  Natal,  on 
May  31,  1910. 

Early  history  of  tlie  territory 
dates  back  to  1487,  when  Portu- 
guese navigators  discovered  the 
Cape  of  Oood  Hope.  The  Dutch 
planted  the  first  colony  at  the  Cape 
In  1063,  the  other  colonies  being 
founded  In  the  next  two  centuries. 
Great  Britain,  which  had  gamed 
control  of  the  rokmlee  from  ether 
nation.s  by  the  time  the  union  was 
formed,  last  its  power  at  the  Im- 
perial Conference  of  1930,  as  a  re- 
sult of  which  South  AfrUa  now  has 
a  status  of  an  Indepen-ient  .state 

Exports,  including  gold  and  silver 
besides  ordinary  merchandise, 
totaled  approximately  72.000,000 
(South  African)  pounds  In  1931.  Of 
this  amount  gold  and  silver 
amounted  to  45^1.623  pounds.  The 
imports  during  the  aaao  year  were 
vahMd  at  sajnuta  pounds.  Be- 
eldes  theee  wetali,  tiM  mdon  also 
exports  diamonds,  coal.  tin.  oopper, 
.salt  and  fishes. 

THE  CHIEF  INDUSTRY 

Mining  is  the  greatest  of  the  in- 
dustries in  South  AfMsa.  Recur- 
rent seasons  of  droofht  bavt  made 
agricultural  progrese  dUBoOk.  al- 
though much  has  been  accomplished 
through  irrigation.  Stock  raising.
